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I usually write thta cohsntn 


the night before publication but 
delayed it on Wednesday until 
just before noon In order to 
comment on the latest national 
election return*. But I dkbit 
actually check our AP wire- 
rather, I waa thinking about the 
TV report Tuesday night whan I 
wrote that "George McGovern 
is the victim of the greatest 
landslide in history." 


Wednesday's paper rolled off 


the press, and only then did I 
read In 9he adjoining news 
column that while McGovem 
won only 17 electoral votes the 
actual record landslide was in 
19M 
when 
Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt polled 523 and 
Republican Alf Landon got but 
8. The 1972 score was Nixon $21; 
McGovern 17. 


Under normal circumstances 


I would have checked the 
Rtoctoral College score in the 
World Almanac—but you cut 
corners when writing against a 
deadline. 


However, when I did consult 


the Almanac Wednesday night I 
found that the total Electoral 
College vote was 531 in FDR's 
day, but the total was 7 more, or 
538, in both 1988 and 1972. 
Therefore the 1936 record low of 
8 votes for Landon and 1972's 17 
votes for McGovem boil down 
to an adjusted difference of one 
vote. 


What I did remember was the 


possibility that a historic "low" 
occurred in one of America's 
three-party contests. And on 
this I was correct. In the 1912 
campaign Teddy Roosevelt 
bolted the Republican* and 


tyr and the result waa that 
Woodrow Wilson won with 435 
electoral votes, Roosevelt got 
88-and Republican 
Taft, 


running for re-election, got 
exactly 8. But the low figure for 
any 
two-party 
campaign 


remains as 8 for Republican 
Landon in 1938. 


There was another three- 


party race in 1934, when 
Coolidge was elected with 3S2 
votes. John W. Davis, the 
Democratic nominee, got 131, 
and Robert LaFoUette and his 
Progressive party wound up 
with 13. If I remember that race 
so well it's because your editor, 
then at El Dorado, bolted the 
Democratic ticket and voted for 
LaFoUette. It was a protest 
vote, 
of 
course. 
The 


Republicans had rock-ribbed 
conservative Coolidge. and the 
Democrats had Davis, a Wall 
Street lawyer. 


I wouldn't like to see a third 


party established permanently, 
in view of the chaos the multi- 
party system hu produced in 
France and Italy-but there 
will be times when the people, 
denied any real choice, bolt the 
established parties to chastise 
their entrenched politicians. 


I understand the thinking of 


the people who voted for 
Governor Wallace in 198S-as 
one who himself voted for 
LaFoUette in 1924. 


Just to refresh your memory, 


in 1988 Nixon won with 391 
electoral votes, Humphrey got 
191, and Wallace posted a 
respectable 48-the best bolting 
record since Teddy Roosevelt's 
Bull Moose effort in 1912.

states like Oklahoma, Montana, 
South Dakota and New Mexico 
were represented in the cara- 
van.

Hull and Derek 
get go-ahead 
in court ruling 


PHILADELPHIA 


The new plutocrats of the sport- 
ing set — Bobby Hull, Derek 
Sanderson, John McKenzie and 
others who jumped from the 
National Hockey League to the 
World Hockey Association — 
have received an official court- 
room go-ahead to begin earning 
their riches. 


A preliminary injunction is- 


sued Wednesday by U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge A. Leon Hig- 
ginbotham prohibits the NHL 
from enforcing its controversial 
reserve clause, which had giv- 
en it a monopoly on the profes- 
sional hockey player pool. 


He stopped short at this time, 


howevtr, from ruling the clause 
illegal. 


The decision was a godsend 


for the WHA, which based its 
survival strategy on luring es- 
tablished stars for sky-high sal- 
aries. The order was set to be- 
come effective upon payment 
by the WHA of a |2.5 million 
bond. 


So far, the new league has 


pretty much had to do without 
Hull,'Sanderson and McKenzie. 


The 
NHL Chicago 
Black 


Hawks, who lost Hull to the 10- 
vear, J2.75 million pact offered 
bv the Winnipeg Jets, got a 


court order keeping him off the 
ice. 


Higginbotham's decision re- 


verses that and allows player- 
coach Hull to start seeing ac- 
tion. The so-called •'Golden 
Jet" 
was in uniform Wednes- 


day night in the Winnipeg-Que- 
bec game. He picked up an as- 
sist but Winnipeg lost 3-2. 


The other NHL expatriates 


have been playing while their 
legal status awaited the judge's 
ruling.

Sanderson—who 


edged Hull in the moneybags 
sweepstakes with a five-year, 
$2.6 
million deal from 
the 


Philadelphia Blazers—has been 
out most of the season with a 
shoulder injury and has been 
ineffective in the few games 
he's played. 


McKenzie, like Sanderson a

ing from Higginbotham's ruling 
is its possible effect on the re- 
serve clause, the means by 
which baseball, football, bas- 
ketball and uther major Ameri- 
can spurts as well as hockey 
keep their teams organized.

Barnes toiled for five years

He quit to IMS, he says, be- 
cause the internal di«sentkm on 
the Broncos and the dehuma- 
nizing aspects of the game be- 
came too much for him. 


Barnes vented his arger at

Dear Dr. Lamb — We are 


a retired couple and are con- 
templating going on a vege- 
tarian diet. We cannot keep 
up with the rising prices of 
meat. My husband is 74 and 
I am 86. My health is good 
although I weigh 145 pounds. 
My husband had a heart 
attack 12 years ago, and has 
been checked regularly by 
our doctor. Could you kindly 
tell us if it is safe to exclude 
meat and itemize those foods 
we could s u b s t i t u t e for 
meal? 


Dear Reader — Yes, you 


can eliminate meat from the 
diet as many 
vegetarians 


have proved. If you just want 
to avoid the high prices of 
meat you might consider 
using chicken. The main 
danger from vegetarian diets 
is failure to get the necessary 
variety of proteins. 


You can get adequate 


amounts of proteins from 
soybeans and dry beans. 
There is a good reason why 
our forefathers used beans. 
They were healthy, nutritious 
and provided a lot of protein 
as well as necessary calories. 
I would recommend that you 
help balance the variety of 
your protein source by using 
skim milk (if you are avoid- 
ing fat) and to economize

Dear Reader—A bone mar- 


row test consists of sticking 
a large needle into the breast 
bone and sucking out some of 
the marrow tissue. There are 
other techniques 
that are 


used to remove marrow from 
other bones. The bone mar- 
row is the place where the 
blood cells are formed and 
by studying the marrow you 
can learn a lot about the 
person's b l o o d 
forming 


mechanisms. 
If the bone 


marrow i s n ' t 
producing 


enough blood cells it can 
cause an anemia. It is some- 
times affected by toxins and 
even an allergic type re- 
action to some medicines. 


Yes, if there is cancer that 


involves the bone structure 
you can sometimes find cells 
in the bone marrow, LL>> I 
would like to emphasize that 
is not the only reason to do a 
bone marrow study.

Reactions to GOP victory 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN 


Foreign reaction to President 


Nixon's personal victory re- 
flects bafflement. To people 
•broad, the result seemed a 
mandate (or continuation of 
Nixon policies, but in terms of 
the national legislature he re- 
mains a minority President. 


That couldn't happen in a 


parliamentary system of the 
sort Britain implanted in many 
nations around the world. As 
for Communist nations, long 
sealed off from the democratic 
process, the result likely is be- 
yond the comprehension of 
most. 


The difference between the 


U.S. and parliamentary sys- 
tems stands out in bold relief 
this year because only nine 
days before the Americans, 
their Canadian neighbors also 
went through a federal election. 


The results suggest, among 


other things, an unlikelihood 
that men ever will achieve the 
perfect democratic apparatus. 


One British newspaper com- 


mented that the U.S. vote 
makes Nixon one of the most 
powerful presidents of the cen- 
tury, with a virtual blank-check 
mandate. But that overlooked 
Nixon's lack of control of the 
Congress. 


One fault of the parlia- 


mentary system — illustrated 
in Canada — seems to have 
been that a prime minister 
could be enormously powerful. 
In relative terms he could be 


far more powerful than a U.S. 
president. 


The parliamentary system re- 


quires popular voting for mem- 
bers of the lower house of the 
national legislature. The party 
winning the most seats forms 
the government. Its leader in 
the House becomes prime min- 
ister and he draws his cabinet 
from House members, who re- 
main House members. 


In 
1968, Pierre 
Elliott 


Trudeau's Liberals won a land- 
slide. House of Commons mem- 
bers tend to toe the party line 
rather than risk discipline, and 
this makes a majority prime 
minister powerful, subject to 
practically no legislative rein 
on his will. 


This year, however, the re- 


sult was a dead heat and meant 
neither major party could rule 
without the support of the so- 
cialists. Canada now, in all 
probability, must have a new 
election soon and try to dispel 
some of the confusion and un- 
certainty. 


If President Nixon were in 


the position of a prime minis- 
ter, he could be ousted by a 
vote of no confidence from a 
hostile legislature. As it is, he 
will rule at least two and per- 
haps four more years without a 
Congressional majority. 


Foreigners are pussied by the 


spectacle of a president with a 
powerful-looking popular man- 
date subject to frustration by a 
legislature that is not obliged to 


bend to his will. 


While some will not even try 


to fathom this, each capital la 
likely to read the result as it 
chooses to see it. 
Thus in In- 


dochina one side will see a pop- 
ular endorsement of Nixon's 
Vietnam course; the other will 


say the outcome resulted from 
a vast deception of the voting 
population. In the Middle East, 
one side will see a strong en- 
dorsement of support for Israel, 
the other a confirmation of the 
notion that U.S. politics is 
dominated by Zionism.
